THE PROGRAM 


The Victorian Training Centre Football (VTC 
Football) program is designed to develop 
and prepare players for performance 

in the National Youth League, Hyundai 
A-League and national underage teams. 


This is a 12 month program consisting of 
up to five sessions per week, targeting 
Under 17 to Under 20 age groups with 

a squad of approximately 20 players.
